CHAPTER XXII. 


THE BISHOP’S PRONOUNCEMENT 

Dr. Leighton Coleman, Bishop of Delaware, who in 
the early days of the Graymoor foundation had acted 
in the official capacity of Episcopal Visitor, died in 
December, 1907. The next year Dr. Frederick Joseph 
Kinsman was elected his successor, and in the spring 
of 1909 the new Bishop entered into correspondence 
with the Father Superior of the Society of the Atone- 
ment as one of the clergy subject to his canonical juris- 
diction though residing outside the diocese. In order 
that he might the more thoroughly acquaint himself 
with the position on jurisdiction, et cetera, of the Editor 
of THE Lamp he very courteously invited him to come 
to “Bishopstead” and be his guest for a day and a night. 

Very different in its spirit of cordial hospitality was 
the reception accorded Father Paul on the occasion of 
this visit from that meted out to his father, Joseph N. 
Wattson, sixty-five years before, by the first Bishop 
of Delaware, Dr. Lee, when he called at the episcopal 
residence after being dismissed from the General 
Theological Seminary in New York as a Jesuit suspect. 
Yet in the end the advice given by the two bishops to 
father and son was substantially the same. 

Already in THE Lamp Father Paul had openly stated 
his theological position and did not seek to minimize, 
palliate or hedge about anything in his private con- 
ference with the Bishop. He gave as clear an exposi- 
tion of the Society’s position in relation to Rome on 
the one side, and Canterbury on the other, as he was 
able to give, and then rested to hear the Bishop’s 


answer. The latter said he would take plenty of time 
to prayerfully think over all that had been said and 
that in a few weeks Father Paul might expect a 
written reply. l 
Once again the Graymoor Religious returned to the 
little Friary on the top of the Mount of the Atonement 
and awaited patiently the message God might vouch- 
safe to give him through the medium of the one to 
whom he owed canonical obedience as an ordained 
minister of the Episcopal Church. That answer would 
help to make more clear to the watching and waiting 
Friar the Will of God for himself and his companions. 
Not only was the Bishop of Delaware a celibate and 
a man of great prayerfulness and personal sanctity, 
but he was a theologian and scholar and mentally 
qualified to counsel wisely and well. 


Bishop Kinsman’s letter was dated July 5th, and a 
more clear-cut piece of advice could hardly have been 
desired. He wrote as follows: 


My dear Father Paul James Francis: 

Since your visit here in May I have carefully con- 
sidered all that you have told me of your own convic- 
tions in regard to the Church, with the result that I 
have not changed or modified the opinion expressed in 
talking with you, or in the letters written before your 
visit, when of necessity I spoke tentatively, as not be- 
ing absolutely certain that I understood your position. 
I wish now to repeat what in substance I have said 
already as expressing my deliberate judgment in the 
matter. 

You will remember that in talking with you I said 
that I understood you to hold the following proposi- 
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tions, and that you assented to them as rightly defining 
your position: 

(1) That the Catholic Faith is the 
defined by the Roman See; 

(2) That the Papacy was established “jure divino” 
as the necessary bond of unity in the Church; 

(3) That Anglicanism is properly represented by 
the Church of England in pre-Reformation times and 
in the reign of Queen Mary; and yet 

(4) That Anglican Orders are valid notwithstand- 
ing the papal condemnation of them. 

This would seem to resolve itself into the single pro- 
position that you accept the 
whole teaching of the 
Roman Church save the 
single detail of the repudia- 
tion of Anglican Orders. 

1 must repeat that this 
proposition is an impossible 
one for a clergyman of our 
Church. 

My advice is that, in the 
interest of singleminded 
honesty and devotion to 
duty, you make choice be- 
tween the two Churches. 
You cannot serve either the 
Papal Church or the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church well 
if you try to serve both at 
the same time. Either give 
up belief in a divinely es- 
tablished Papacy and in 
Roman dogmas as the one 
complete expression of the 
Christian faith, as one must 
do who is a consistent and 
contented Anglican, or else 
give up Anglican Orders, 
make an unqualified sub- 
mission to the Latin Church, 
and be a good Roman Cath- 
olic. I have no hesitation 
in saying that if I were in 
your position] should 
choose the latter alterna- 
tive. This would seem to 
be the natural outcome of

A TRIP TO WASHINGTON 


About one month later His Excellency, Monsignor 
Falconio, the Apostolic Delegate, returned to Wash- 
ington from his ad limina visit, and being mindful of 
the promise he made in the Spring before he sailed to 
Rome, he wrote to Father Paul James Francis, S.A., 
appointing Friday morning, August 13th, for the inter- 
view asked for. It was on the day previous, the Feast 

of St. Clare, that Father

on his momentous journey 
to the national capital. 
Arriving at the Apostolic 
Delegation the poor little 
Friar from insignificant 
Graymoor, hidden among 


son, was not kept waiting 
long in the small reception 
room. In a very few 
minutes the Papal Delegate 
entered and showed himself 
at once to be a simple, 
lowly son of St. Francis, 
though clothed officially 
with such high ecclesias- 
tical authority. Having 
with the utmost patience 
listened to all that Father 
Paul had to say, Msgr. 
Falconio advised him upon 
his return to Graymoor to 
address a letter to him em- 
bodying the petitions he 
desired the Holy See to 
grant the Society of the 
Atonement, and that he 
would take pleasure in for- 
warding the same to the 
Vatican. 

Pursuant to the instruc- 
tions of the Apostolic Dele- 
gate, Father Paul, having 
returned to Graymoor, ad- 
dressed to him the follow- 





you have adopted. For 
your own peace of mind 
and for the effectiveness of 
your work you ought not to 
try to discharge an impossible dual loyalty.” 


If there was any authority in the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church which the Father Founder of the Society 
of the Atonement might recognize as the voice of God 
it had now spoken with explicit distinctiveness; for 
once, at any rate, the Anglican trumpet had given no 
uncertain sound. The Graymoor Friar clearly foresaw 
that if he insisted in persevering in his dual loyalty 
after such an episcopal pronouncement as this he was 
in imminent peril of running the Society of the Atone-

His Eminence Diomede Cardinal Falconio 


His Excellency, Monsignor 
D. Falconio: 

Your Excellency—In accordance with your wish 
permit me to place in writing, as simply and concisely 
as possible, the substance of what I said to you last 
Friday morning. 


Through Your Excellency I desire to approach the 
Holy See in the attitude of a suppliant, asking, not 
for myself alone, but for the Society of the Atonement 
and certain others associated with it, admission to the 
Fold of Peter. 


It is as a Society we ask for this admission, and our 
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appeal is to the Holy Father for his sanction, protec- 
tion and governance, in order that the Name and Insti- 
tute (Society of the Atonement), which we believe we 
have derived from Our Lord Jesus Christ, may be 
confirmed to us by His Vicar. 

Your Excellency will remember my telling you cer- 
tain things concerning my own vocation and that of the 
Reverend Mother Lurana Mary Francis explanatory of 
the strong and deep faith we have regarding the same, 
and I will not now attempt to repeat any of these 
things; but should your Excellency desire me to com- 
mit them in writing I will joyfully comply with your 
command. 

3riefly and concisely stated, the 
the Holy See are these: 


things we ask of 


(1) The acceptance of the Society of the Atone- 
ment in its entirety to submission and Catholic com- 
munion; 


(2) The confirmation of the Society's Name and 
Institute ; 
(3) Our reception as members of the Third Order 


of Saint Francis; 

(4) The acceptance in trust for the “Caput et 
Mater” of the Society of St. Francis’ House, Gray- 
moor, (which we call our “Portiuncula’) and of the 
adjoining Mount of the Atonement and St. Paul's 
Friary, a property of extraordinary beauty, twenty-four 
acres in extent; 

(5) The commission of our members, both the 
Friars of the Atonement and the Sisters of the Atone- 
ment, for the work of (1) reconciling sinners unto God 
through the Precious Blood of the Atonement, (2) the 
winning of Anglicans and other non-papal Christians 
to the obedience of St. Peter, (3) the conversion of the 
heathen. 

In conclusion we wish to assure the Holy Father, 
through Your Excellency, that God has already grac- 
iously bestowed upon us the gift of supernatural faith 
in every dogma of the Holy Catholic and Roman 
Church, and we abhor and detest all heresies—espe- 
cially Modernism—contrary to the same. 

From the very commencement of our Foundation at 
Graymoor, as far as we have been given the under- 
standing and power to do so, we have served the Holy 
See and borne witness (particularly by means of THE 
Lamp) to the “jure divino” Primacy of the Roman 
Church. And now, should Divine Providence open the 
way for the admission of the Society of the Atonement 
into the Sheepfold of Peter we will endeavor therein to 
serve to the utmost the interests of Our Lord Jesus 
Christ and His Vicar, the Father of Christendom.

Reverend and Dear Sir: 

I take pleasure in informing you that I am in receipt 
of a letter from His Eminence, Cardinal Merry del Val, 
in regard to your plans, which I have made known to 
the Holy Father. 

His Eminence directs me to inform you, in the name 
of the Holy Father, that His Holiness is much gratified 
to learn of your resolution and that of your Community, 
and that he hopes and prays for the happy outcome of 
your good dispositions. 

With regard to your Community there will be no ob- 
jection to its continuing in the same way, even after its 
union with the Catholic Church. It is necessary, how- 
ever, that it, like all other Communities which are es- 
tablished in the Church, conform to the rules laid down 
for such proceedings by the Canon Law. Hence the 
Community must come under the jurisdiction of the 
diocese in which it is established, the Bishop of which 
will see that everything is in accordance with the 
regulations of ecclesiastical law. 

In the future when the Community shall have given 
proofs of its utility to the Catholic Church, steps may 
be taken to have it approved by the Holy See— 
provided everything proceeds regularly and success- 
fully. 

Praying that God may assist you and the members 
of your Community with His holy grace,

THE RECEPTION 


Great was the joy this communication brought to the 
inmates of St. Paul’s Friary and St. Francis’ House. 
Without a dissenting voice all were ready and eager 
to respond to the Holy Father’s gracious message. By 
special appointment Father Paul called at the residence 
of His Grace, the Archbishop of New York, on Wed- 
nesday evening, October 13th, where he was kindly 
greeted not only by Archbishop Farley, but by the 
Apostolic Delegate, who was the Archbishop’s guest 
for the time being. By these two future Cardinals of 
the Holy Roman Church the details of the reception 
of the members of the Society of the Atonement were 
happily arranged. His Grace gave to Father Paul the 
choice of the priest whom he would authorize to 
instruct the community preparatory to their reception 
and the one who would act for the Archbishop in the 
Corporate Reception of the Society. The late Monsignor 
C. G. O’Keeffe, the pastor of the Church of the Sacred 
Heart, Highland Falls, and chaplain of the Catholic 
Church at West Point, had long been a subscriber to 
THE Lamp and a warm personal friend of the Editor; 
Father Paul therefore asked that His Grace would ap- 
point him to the office of instructor. Another old 
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friend of Graymoor was the Right Reverend Mon- 
‘signor Joseph Conroy, rector of the Cathedral at 
‘Ogdensburg and Vicar-General of the Diocese, who 
three years later was consecrated Bishop of Ogdens- 
burg. He was the one the Father Founder named for 
the office of opening the gates of Peter’s Fold and 
welcoming in the Graymoor sheep. 

The day on which the glad event took place was 
Saturday, October 30th, and the place chosen for the 
ceremonies of reception was the little Chapel of Our 
Lady of the Angels, in St. Francis’ House, which no 
doubt will always be regarded as the “Caput et Mater” 
of the Graymoor Institute. Monsignor Conroy was 
assisted by the Reverend Paschal Robinson, O.F.M., 
representing the Franciscan Friars Minor, and the 
Reverend Patrick Drain, pastor of the Church of Our 
Lady of Loretto, Cold Spring, in whose parish Gray- 
moor is situated. Father Robinson has since been 
raised to the dignity of Archbishop and to Diplomatic 
rank as Papal Nuncio to Ireland. His Grace, the Arch- 
bishop of New York, came himself on November the 
tenth to confirm the converts and give them all his 
loving benediction.

Protests Against Anti-Christian Rule in Mexico Continue 


It is no longer the Catholic papers alone that teem 
with articles about the persecution of religion and the 
anti-God education of the children by the Mexican 
government, but more and more the secular press of 
the nation is beginning to depart from its policy of 
silence and is giving to the public authentic informa- 
tion concerning conditions as they actually exist in the 
Red Republic south of the Rio Grande. 

For example, Collier's Weekly of February 23, on 
its front page, printed the headline: 


THE SCOURGE OF TABASCO 
Mexico’s Hottest Dictator 
By George Creel 


The Crowell Publishing Company sent Mr. Creel on 
a special visit to Tabasco, and the article, which is well 
illustrated, covers the major part of four pages of that 
issue of Collier's. 


Also the New York Times sent as its special 
correspondent, Mr. S. L. A. Marshall, to tour Mexico 
and give the results of his investigation, which was 
published by that great daily in a series of six articles 
during the month of March. And very illuminating 
articles they were. The Chronicle of Houston, Texas, 
is another American newspaper, which has recently 
despatched Mr. M. E. Walter to tour Mexico for the 
second time. From the interviews which he had 
with prominent citizens, government officials, church- 
men and Americans in Mexico, we select one that ap- 
peared in the Chronicle under date of March 13. and 
republish it on page 103. 


ARCHBISHOP CURLEY’s DENUNCIATION OF THE 
ADMINISTRATION’S POLICY 


What, we believe, will give a greater momentum to 
this publicity and have a far-reaching effect is the 
speech of Archbishop Michael J. Curley of Baltimore 
at an indignation meeting held in Washington under 
the auspices of the Sodality Union of the Capitol City 
on the Feast of the Annunciation. The New York 
Times gave it front page publicity, and we are repub- 
lishing that account as it appeared in The Times. 


THE ARCHBISHOP OF BALTIMORE CHARGES 
PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT WITH KILLING 
THE BORAH RESOLUTION FOR AN 
INQUIRY ON MEXICO 


A Strong Attack on the Administration’s Mexican 
Policy by the Most Intrepid Champion of 
the Persecuted Church of Mexico in the 
American Hierarchy.

Washington, March 25.—A thinly veiled suggestion 
that 20,000,000 American Catholics might reply by way 
of the ballot boxes to administration “indifference” to 


religious persecution in Mexico was voiced tonight by 
Archbishop Michael J. Curley of Baltimore before an 
indignation meeting under the auspices of the Sodality 
Union of Washington. 

While making it clear that he was not making any 
threats, the Archbishop declared that ‘20,000,000 
American Catholics are getting pretty tired of the 
indifference shown by the administration in this matter 
and they want action.” 

He charged President Roosevelt directly with send- 
ing orders to the Foreign Relations Committee of the 
Senate and the House Foreign Affairs Committee that 
a resolution for an investigation of religious persecu- 
tion in Mexico must be “killed” and not permitted to 
come out of the committees. Such a resolution is 
sponsored by Senator William E. Borah. 

“Tf that resolution is killed,” Archbishop Curley de- 
clared, “it will be because the Chief Executive of the 
nation has issued orders that it be killed.” 


AUDIENCES REFUSED 


The Archbishop further stated that an audience with 
the President on the question had been refused to dele- 
gations of the Knights of Columbus and other lay 
Catholic organizations, and added: “Millions of 
Catholics throughout the country have votes.” 

An audience of about 500 stamped and applauded 
wildly in approval of the Archbishop’s remarks, which 
he had introduced with an assertion that “I am going 
to talk freely because as an American citizen I have 
the right to talk freely.” 

He then launched an attack on the administration’s 
Mexican policy, condemning in particular the “good- 
neighbor” policy of non-interference. 

To apply this policy to the Mexican situation, Arch- 
bishop Curley declared, was like trying to be a good 
neighbor to a man living next door who came home 
drunk, beat his wife, kept the children in rags and 
sometimes threw them out of the window. 

In all of this, he departed from a statement prepared 
for the press and which he read at the close of his 
informal remarks. The Archbishop asked permission 
to remain seated through all but the reading of the 
prepared statement because he wanted to “keep cool.” 

“It should be noted that Secretary of State Hull, in 
refusing to express a firm and dignified protest to the 
Mexican Foreign Office, far from following historical 
precedents, is in effect creating a new departure in 
American diplomatic practice and is reversing an 
honorable and time-sanctioned principle of American 
sympathy and protest on behalf of the oppressed of 
other lands, substituting for this century-old tradition 
an unjustifiable policy of ignoble silence,” the Arch- 
bishop said. 

He declared it was time to “direct the attention of 
the American public to the attitude which our gov- 
ernment had taken on the violation of fundamental 
human rights in Mexico.” He held that “millions of 
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our fellow citizens are inquiring the reasons for delay, 
hesitation, and doubt.” 

He estimated that ‘1,000,000 resolutions and letters 
on this subject have been sent to President Roosevelt 
and Secretary Hull,” and asked: “Is it possible that 
silence and opposition will be the only response to 
these petitions ? 

“One would think that a great government like ours, 
dedicated to the noble ideals of civil and religious 
liberty, would be eager to live up to its past history in 
defense of these imperishable principles. Millions of 
American citizens who have devoted their blood and 
treasure for the maintenance of this republic have a 
right to know the possible grounds for an attitude 
which in this case is not one of mere indifference but 
of positive opposition. 

“They have a further right to learn from some 
authoritative source just what 
is blocking public hearings on 
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available information on bloody pogroms practiced on 
the Jews (citizens of Russia and not of the United 
States) in the Ukraine. This resolution, introduced by 
Senator Spencer, won the instant approval of both 
political parties as well as the wholehearted support of 
the then President of the United States. 

“We who are interested both in justice for American 
citizens as well as in the broad, inalienable rights of 
man to worship his Creator, are not asking one whit 
more than that which was unanimously granted by the 
terms of the Spencer resolution. 

“Failure to take similar action at this time is not due 
primarily to the Senate or to the Foreign Relations 
Committee but to the Roosevelt administration.” 

After the Archbishop’s speech the meeting adopted 
resolutions condemning religious intolerance in Mexico 
and calling upon our government to initiate speedily 

an investigation. Copies were 
ordered sent to all Sodality

cannot apportion the blame 
unless they can assess the 
responsibility. One word from 


the administration would secure 
favorable consideration for the 
rights in question. This wora 
has not been uttered. Contrary 
to what we have every right to 
expect, a positive, determined 
stand has been taken in opposi- 
tion.” 

It was clear, the Archbishop 
contended, that there was “no 
excuse for the apathy and in- 
activity of the United States 
Department of State.” 

He went on to recall that 
“this important executive 
branch of our government has 
repeatedly in the past exercised 
its good offices, firmly but cour- 
teously, not only to protect the

PUBLIC OPINION ON MEXICO’S 
PERSECUTION OF RELIGION 


Vice-President Garner laid before the Senate a resolu- 
tion adopted by the General Court of Massachusetts, 
urging the Senate to carry out the provisions of the 
Borah resolution for an investigation of conditions in 
Mexico. 


The Assembly of the State of New York unanimously 
passed a resolution urging the United States Govern- 
ment to send a statement to Mexico condemning the 
persecution of religion there. 


By a vote of 40 to 21, the Illinois House of Repre- 
sentatives has condemned the Mexican Government for 
a “studied campaign against freedom of religion, free- 
dom of the press, the right of assembly and the freedom 
of education.” The resolution was adopted by the 
Senate after several Senators had called attention to the 
recent action of a Mexican organization proposing that 
Illinois products be boycotted as a result of the House 
action. 





Charges that every step is being taken to “wipe God 
from the hearts of Mexican young people” and “com- 
munism is becoming deeply rooted” in Mexico were 
voiced in the Arizona Senate on March 6th. The situa- 
tion was held up as a threat to the United States. 

The statements were made in support of a memorial 
calling on Congress to authorize Senator William E. 
Borah’s requested investigation into alleged religious 
persecution in Mexico. The memorial was passed, 17 to 2. 

State Senator W. E. Patterson in denouncing Mexico 
as a pagan nation, declared that “if communism is per- 
mitted to become intrenched there, it will spread to the 
United States. 

“This is not a Catholic resolution,” he said. ‘Senator 
Borah is not a Catholic. All churches and church people 
are being exiled from Mexico, although the republic 
was recognized by this nation with the understanding that 
religious liberty would be safeguarded. 

“Handbills are being distributed right here in Phoenix 
which practically threaten death as traitors to Mexicans 
in this country who sign petitions asking for this investi- 
gation into the true facts which exist there.”

“How is such a small 
minority able to con- 
trol?” I asked. 

“By force of arms. 
They have a garrison in 
every city. Any revolt 
that might start would 
be nipped in the bud. 
And the United States 
is behind the govern- 
ment. 

“So long as it refuses 
to allow anyone except 
the government to buy 
arms and ammunition it 
is actually supporting 
the government and 
should feel responsible 
for its acts.” 

“How about elections? 
Can’t the _ opposition 
party do something in 
them?” 

“The elections are con- 
ducted by the revolution- 
ary party. They count 
the votes. That ought to 
answer your question,” 
he replied. 


“The American am- 
bassador here is a nice 
kind old man, but he 
doesn’t know what it’s 
all about. He likes to 
make everyone happy, so 
he pats everyone on the 
back that comes to see 
him and agrees with any- 
thing he says.” 

“But is it true that 90 
per cent of the popula- 
tion is Catholic? Are 
they actually Catholics 
or only Catholics in 
name?” 

“They are Catholics. 
After the conquest many 
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Indians were taken in the Church that were not 
adequately instructed. They were Christians in name 
but pagans in reality. But the missionaries finally got 
them instructed. This talk you hear back in the States 
about the Indian being a pagan in reality while profess- 
ing to be a Christian is all bunk.” 


“What do you consider the biggest mistakes the 
Church has made in the last few years? Say in the 
last half a century. Since the government is so bitter 
against it there must be some reason.” 

The man thought for a moment with a puzzled frown 
on his face. 

“T can’t think of any,” he finally said. ‘That is, I 
can’t think of anything that would be a mistake in a 
free country. It’s true that when a government official 
would stand up and announce that he was an atheist 
and that he did not believe in God or religion some 
priest or bishop would condemn him. And when some 
other official would stand up and say that a country 
can not exist without religion, that civilization is im- 
possible without the restraints of religion, some bishop 
or priest would praise him. That was probably a mis- 
take down here. But it wouldn’t be in the United 
States or any other free country.” 

“What about the leadership in the Church?” I asked. 

“Most of the bishops have been exiled or expelled 
from their diocese. However, Archbishop Diaz has 
been able to hold on, and the fact that he is still in 
Mexico shows he is a politician of no small merit. He 
is a full-blooded Indian, is highly educated, a cultured 
gentleman and a real Mexican. He has done a great 
deal to keep down revolt. He has appealed to his 
followers to resort to legal methods only and not allow 
the country to go through the horrors of a civil war. 

“But I have been giving my ideas and opinions. Get 
a copy of the constitution. Read the laws that have 
been passed and imagine them in effect back in the 
United States. Then you will have some idea of what 
conditions are down here.”

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Echoes of the Church Unity Octave Observance 


IN LYONS, FRANCE 
By Our Special Correspondent—M. S. S. 


In Lyons, France, the Church Unity Octave was 
celebrated splendidly. It was very well prepared for 
by immense posters to be seen in every quarter of the 
city, and by news items published in papers and maga- 
zines, besides thousands of leaflets sold or distributed. 


The interest of this Diocese in the Octave of Prayer 
for Unity is easily understood. In the actual Cathe- 
dral of Lyons were held two great Councils (1245 and 
1274), the latter having for its object the re-union of 
East and West. Lyons could not keep aloof from the 
great movement of our blessed time; for this city had 
also special reasons for helping to bring back the An- 
glicans also to the See of Rome. I told you, long ago, 
of Cardinal Wiseman’s call for prayer to the Arch- 
bishop of Lyons, in 1845; and of Cardinal de Bonald’s 
answer to such a demand. We have still in our 
archives the mandate by which public prayers were 
organized in all the churches of the Diocese, and the 
religious communities were ordered to offer up Holy 
Communion and Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament 
once a week, for the conversion of England, until re- 
leased from that obedience. Never since have we 
stopped praying for the conversion of England. 


I must now give you an idea of what was done and 
preached here, during the Octave. I shall follow what 
was written on the subject in the “Semaine Religieuse,” 
by Fr. Couturier, without making that paper respon- 
sible for any errors I may introduce. 

The Octave was celebrated in the Cathedral Chapel 
of Perpetual Adoration, except on the Sunday within 
the Octave, January 20th, when St. John’s Cathedral 
itself at 4:30 P. M. was too small to receive the vast 
crowd that came flowing to its doors; and many were 
those who were obliged to give up all hope of assisting 
at the ceremony. In the congregation, all social ranks 
and all Christian religions mingled together, there be- 
ing no seats reserved or paid for. Orthodox Chris- 
tians were there by hundreds. The Russian Archpriest, 
Fr. Pouchkine, was offered a prominent place, beside 
Fr. Nedtotchine, a young Russian Catholic Priest, 
residing in Lyons. The singing of the two choirs 
(Latin and Russian) and the beauty of the hymns made 
the deepest impression on all present, putting their 
souls into intimate communion with the invisible 
realities, rendered still more impressive by the superb 
sermon preached by Fr. Salet, S.J. One felt as if 
assisting at a session preparatory to reunion, or at the 
resurrection of Reunion, proclaimed there in 1274. 

How time disappears, when one meditates on such 
formidable events! “Arise, O Sion and look towards 
the East; see thy sons who have left come back to 
thee.’ Thus began Fr. Salet, as did formerly Saint 
Bonaventure, in the first Assembly of the second 


Oecumenical Council, held in Lyons, in this same | 
Cathedral, then unfinished. Here were present, under | 
the presidency of Pope Gregory X., 500 Archbishops 
or Bishops, the delegates of the Eastern Church, and 
about 1,000 Prelates. Fr. Salet, in a splendid tableau, 
made us live over again the joys of those days, and 
also the heavy sadness that followed, some years 
afterwards, when came the sorrow of a new separation. 
Yet, it seemed solid that reunion, for which had worked 
so many clever diplomats, learned theologians, holy 
people and authentic Saints: St. Thomas Aquinas, 
who died on his way to Lyons, St. Bonaventure, carried 
off during the Council, St. Philip Benitius, St. Albert 
the Great, Blessed Peter of Tarentaise, and at the head 
of the list, the Holy Father himself, Pope Gregory X. 
But there was an absence, a void immense: the 
Christian world was not there. Undoubtedly, to the 
legitimate authorities belong exclusively the right to 
discuss, define, conclude and proclaim. But, if their | 
voices are not to be lost in the wilderness, the crowd, | 
the immense crowd, must be prepared by the Holy 
Ghost, to desire what is defined, concluded and pro- | 
claimed, under the infallible inspiration of the same | 
Divine Spirit. Then only are assured the deep-rooting 
and fecundity of the decisions, in the souls of the faith- 
ful. This work of preparation, difficult in all times, 
is less to-day than in those far-off centuries, when the 
concentration of races was something rare and spo- | 
radic, and when prejudices were still numerous and | 
tenacious. The crowd here present is a proof of that. 
An unheard of fact, entirely new in the history of 
Christianity, is this vast and powerful aspiration of 
all to the Union of old. It is evident that the Spirit 
of God is at work in all souls loyal and sincere; and 
that is the immense majority of those who really 
believe. Father Salet, the preacher, then made an 
appeal, sweet and touching, like the Voice of Christ, 
to our beloved, though separated, brethren. The incom- 
pleteness of the Catholic Church, almost exclusively 
Latin, which misses the characteristic cultures of the 
mystical East, anguished Seeker of God, heir to the 
magnificent views of the Greek Fathers; and also the 
incompleteness of the Orthodox Church, with its vague 
and moving mysticism, through which no longer passed 
the firm directions of the precise voice of Peter, Pilot 
in the tempest. There are two calls of distress: the 
call of Sion to her absent sons; and the hesitating call, 
scarcely self-conscious, of the absent sons to Sion, who 
looks on, awaits and hopes. Today, said Fr. Salet, 
the united prayers of the Mother and of the sons, | 
though distant yet so near, go up to God beneath those 
vaulted roofs, where, in 1274, resounded during the | 
Papal Mass, the Credo sung in Latin and then in 
Greek: “Arise, O Sion, and look towards the East.” 
After the sermon, His Eminence read, in the name | 
of the congregation, the prayer for Union, with one 
composed by St. Metrophane of Smyrna, and another 
by His Holiness Benedict XV. Then was given, with | 
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great solemnity, Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament. 
This splendid and inspiring ceremony made a deep 
impression on all the assistants. It made us realize 
our responsibilities as Catholics, whose duty it is to 
march at the head of this movement of universal 
prayer. Many were those who regretted that this 
magnificent sermon had not been broadcast. 

On that same Sunday morning, in each of the three 
Orthodox churches in Lyons, a sermon on Unity had 
been preached, and a special office of supplication 
was celebrated. Those devotions took place in the 
Russian Catholic Church. And here, besides, were

“Thou, O Galilean, Hast Conquered” 


Beloved Sons and Daughters of the Atonement: 

When this issue of THE Lamp reaches its Readers 
we will be in the midst of the observance of Holy 
Week. The Altar, the Crucifix, the Stations of the 
Cross, the sacred Images, will all be veiled in purple. 
There will be a gleam of gold and white during the 
Celebration of Mass on Maundy Thursday, com- 
memorating the institution of the Blessed Sacrament; 
lights and flowers and incense for the day will envelop 
the Altar of Repose, only to be succeeded by the black 
of Good Friday, with the watch around the Cross, on 
which hangs the Crucified Redeemer, during the Three 
Hours of His Passion, from mid-day until the last 
utterance of the dying Savior is heard: “It is consum- 
mated: Father, into Thy Hands I commend My Spirit.” 

The Church on earth, united with Her Divine and 
Invisible Head, as His Mystical Body, is somewhere 
always experiencing the seeming defeat of Calvary, 
while at the same time, somewhere else the triumph of 
Easter Day is being illustrated. For three centuries, 
the Church of Rome was crucified and lay in the grave 
of the catacombs, a full century for every day Jesus 
lay in the sepulchre of Joseph of Arimathea. Then 
came the triumph of the Church throughout the Roman 
Empire, and the Roman Emperors who so relentlessly 
persecuted the adherents of the Catholic Faith were 
themselves succeeded by Constantine, the first Chris- 
tian Emperor. 

Just at the present time, while the Church in America 
continues to bask in the sunshine of an Eastertide 
extending over a period of many years, the Catholic 
Church in the Sister Republic, south of the Rio Grande, 
is crucified afresh with Her Divine Lord. The respite 
from active persecution, which succeeded the destruc- 
tive assaults upon Her freedom by Plutarco Elias 
Calles, when he first became President of the Republic 
in succession to Obregon in 1924, was ended during the 
past year and the Church is now being persecuted with 
even greater fury. The Caiaphas of this new onslaught 


is the same Calles, the evil genius of the Mexican 
people; as Commander-in-Chief of the Army, he is the 
power behind the Presidential throne. Once again, he 
is bringing pressure upon the powers-that-be to encom- 
pass the Church’s utter ruin. He may, for the time 
being, succeed in making the Crucifixion of the Church 
in Mexico complete; but, even if he does, it will be 
inevitably followed by the resurrection of that Church. 

Seven years ago, at the culmination of the previous 
persecution just referred to, “The Reflex,’ a Jewish 
magazine, published in New York City, contained an 
article by Adolphe de Castro, entitled “Retributive 
Justice in Mexico,” and it opened with this sentence: 
“Plutarco Elias Calles, President of the Republic, 
destroyed the Roman Catholic Church in Mexico.” 
Senor Calles, himself, we are informed, about the same 
time, made the same boast. We quote from the “Black 
Czar,” an expose of the Mexican Priest-killer, which 
has been been appearing serially in THE Lamp: “This 
is the man who had the satanic audacity to declare on 
seeing the churches of God deserted, ‘I have fought 
Chrisi three times and three times I emerged victori- 
ous. In his blind fury he fails to observe in what he 
calls victories an assured portent of his inevitable and 
complete downfall. The victims of this despot’s fury 
have repeatedly shouted with their dying breath, 
‘Christ lives; Christ reigns; Christ commands; Chrise 
dies no more. This is the cry—not the insensate 
boast of Calles—that foretells victory.” 

Never were more truthful words written than the 
foregoing. Julian, the Apostate, played the role of 
Nero and Diocletian in his day; but in his death agony 
on the battlefield, cried out in despair: “Thou, O! 
Galilean, hast conquered.” Nineteen hundred years 
bear unfailing testimony in confirmation of the words 
of Christ to Peter: “On this rock I will build My 
Church and the Gates of Hell shall not prevail against 
it.” As with Christ, so with His Bride, the Church. 
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being crucified, while some- 
where else She is celebrat- 
ing the Easter Triumph of 
His Resurrection. 

We repeat the request 
made to our Rosarians last 
month to say their beads 
day by day with a definite 
appeal to Our Lady and to 
Christ the King that in this 
new assault upon the Church, 
Calles’ attempts may be 
completely frustrated and 
all the Church’s communistic 
enemies in Mexico be utterly 
put to rout. Quickly come 
to save the Church in Mex- 
ico, O Lord Jesus Christ.

On 
the Feast of St. Thomas 
the Apostle, December 21, 
1904, the Father Founder 
of the Society of the 
Atonement upon waking, 
found his mind possessed 
with the command of 
Christ to the Apostles: 
“Gather up the fragments 
that remain that nothing 
be lost,’ and then and 
there the conception of 
the Union-That-Nothing- 
Be-Lost took place. But 
it was not destined to 
function as a living organ- 
ism until seven years later. 
The Man whom God 
providentially raised up to 
be the First Active Mem- 








in such large numbers. We 
little dreamed to find in 
this shabbily dressed old 
man the answer to our 
prayer at the altar during 
the most solemn and 
intimate part of the Mass. 
It was on the second day 
of his visit that he asked 
for a private interview. 

He began by saying 
that he had read in THE 
Lamp of a certain convert 
from the Anglican Church 
in London, Mr. Potter by 
name, who had established 
a home for orphan boys 
and that he had written 
Mr. Potter to the effect 
that if he would select two 
pious boys and send them 
to America he would him- 
self stand the entire cost 
of their education for the 
priesthood. 

To this we made an- 
swer: “Mr. Reid, you do 
not have to send to Eng- 








ber of the Union and the 
most perfect exemplifier 
of its principles, was Mr. John Reid of Waterbury, 
Conn., who received the name of Brother Philip as a 
Tertiary of the Society of the Atonement. He died 
at the age of 82 on January 30, thirteen years ago. 

It was early in December of 1911 that we submitted 
a copy of the Rule and Constitution of the Union-That- 
Nothing-Be-Lost to the late Most Reverend Thomas F. 
Cusack, at that time Auxiliary Bishop of New York, 
and immediate Superior under Cardinal Farley of 
the Graymoor Friars; asking that apostolic Prelate to 
bless and sanction it. The Bishop replied that he 
hesitated to bless the Union, because the Rule was so 
perfect that he feared the Friars of the Atonement 
would find nobody to live by it, and that consequently 
it would be of no material gain to them in their good 
work, This answer of Bishop Cusack came as a keen 


land to seek out boys to 
educate for the Priest- 
hood; that is what we want to do right here on the 
Mount of the Atonement,—only we must first build a 
school for the purpose.” 


Swiftly came the answer: “Very well, when I return 
to Waterbury, I will send you my check for $5,000 to 
build such a school.” 


When we expressed our genuine astonishment that 
a man who had every appearance of being very poor 
should make such a proposal, Mr. Reid said in reply: 
“I am seventy-one years of age, and have never mar- 
ried. Inheriting a small, rocky farm on the outskirts of 
Waterbury, I have toiled early and late, saving every 
penny, and wasting nothing, and in consequence I have 
this sum of money, and even more, accumulated in the 
bank. My desire has always been to use it for this 
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purpose, and now the Providential opportunity has 
arrived.” 

He was as good as his word. Returning to Water- 
bury on December 21st, the Seventh Anniversary of 
what we have called the conception of the Union-That- 
Nothing-Be-Lost, he drew his check for the sum of 
$5,200 and posted it to Graymoor the same day. Here 
was what may be described as an equivalent to the 
“Five barley loaves” ($5,000) and the “two small 
fishes” ($200), and from that day until the hour of his 
death, John Reid continued to illustrate the particular 
rule of the Union which the good Bishop thought we 
would never find anyone to live by, namely, “to spend 
the minimum upon self, that we may have the maxi- 
mum to give to God.” 

Before his death Brother Philip, T.S.A., parted with 
his last dollar and died in the hospital without a penny. 
Not knowing the sacrificial motive behind his apparent 
stinginess, his neighbors in Waterbury thought him a 
miser of the first degree, and pall-bearers had to be 
hired to carry his mortal remains to the cemetery, yet 
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in the time of his membership in the Union-That- 
Nothing-Be-Lost he gave lavishly to the missions and 
left his litthe home and what remained of his farm in 
trust to the Union hoping that some day it might be 
occupied by a Religious Community, and be devoted 
entirely to the worship and service of God. 

When we informed Bishop Cusack of Mr. Reid’s 
visit and gift of $5,200 to erect St. John’s House of 
Studies on the Mount of the Atonement, he replied by 
return mail: “How can | hesitate any longer to bless 
the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost after so signal a 
manifestation of the Divine approval!” 

Since that day in December, 1911, when Brother 
Philip, T.S.A., became the First Perpetual Member and 
Most Perfect Observer of the Rule of the Union-That- 
Nothing-Be-Lost, the growth and influence of the or- 
ganization in the propagation of our Holy Faith and 
the support of Mission Activities has been so wonder- 
ful that it may well be considered as a creation of God.

They Plead, Not For Themselves, But For the Cause of Christ 


InpIA: The Mother Superior of a community of 
Franciscan Sisters at Mundoor, India, where they have 
been doing very successful missionary work, though 
under extreme handicaps, pleads for the assistance of 
American Catholics. There is no church or chapel in 
the neighborhood and the Sisters themselves have no 
convent and must depend on what meager financial 
assistance they are fortunate enough to obtain to pay 
the rent of a little house and supply themselves with 
the barest necessities of living. A small plot of land 
has been given to them as the site for a convent which 
the poor Sisters hope to build some day and dedicate 
to the Poverello of Assisi. ‘‘Please,” writes Mother 
Louisa, “commend our needs to your readers and ask 
them to have pity on us who are verily the poorest of 
God’s poor.” The Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost will be 
very happy to forward any alms sent in for poor 
Mother Louisa. 


In a former issue of THE LAMp we printed an appeal 
from Father John Horo, then stationed at Karra in the 
Ranchi District. He has since received his marching 
orders to an even more poverty-stricken mission center 
than Karra, that at Hazahibagh among the Santals. 
His territory is some four thousand square miles in 
extent and besides many thousands of human souls 
inhabiting that vast area, the forests and jungles 
abound with tigers and leopards, etc. Truly this 
intrepid missionary Priest needs and deserves all the 
aid that can be given him in his heroic labors for the 
spiritual salvation of the poor Santals. He lives with 
them and shares with them the ever present perils 
which surround them on all sides from the wild 
animals. With such a large territory to take care of, 
Father John asks for funds to employ Catechists to 
help him—and a few Mass Intentions to help sustain 
himself. A Catechist costs about six dollars a month 


and what a harvest of souls even one catechist can 
bring to the bosom of Christ! We gladly commend 
this good priest to the charity of our Readers well- 
knowing that any alms given him will bring a rich 
return in spiritual blessings from the “Giver of all 
good gifts.”

CHINA. It is quite a long time since we made men- 
tion of our poor Franciscan confrere, Father Albert 
Klaus, O.F.M., of Shantung, China. This year he is 
observing his silver jubilee both as a priest and as a 
missionary laborer in the great Chinese vineyard, but 
alas, the joy of jubilation is sadly dimmed by the 
clouds of adversity which this good Franciscan Father 
and his confreres are experiencing at the present time. 
Father Klaus writes in part: 

“The very foundation has been taken from under our 
feet, since the German Government issued a decree 
that absolutely no money is to be sent out of Germany. 
Thus you see we are now exposed to starvation and the 
whole Mission to utter ruin unless help comes to us 
from other lands. Can you imagine the distress and 
anxiety of us old missionaries, who have labored 
throughout a quarter of a century, daily sacrificing 
health, wealth and all that is dear to man, to build up 
God’s vineyard in this pagan land? More than forty 
Fathers, Brothers and Sisters have been claimed by 
death. We have clung to our Christian flock through 
times of plague and starvation, wars and bandit upris- 
ings ... now should all the fruits of our labors be lost? 
Must our new Christians be left without Catechists, 
our children without schools, our parishes without 
pastors? No, no, our Catholic brethren in America 
will not permit such a misfortune to befall us! In the

name of all the German missionaries here, I beg the 
worthy Readers of this paper to become our Patrons 
and Protectors in these times of distress for our Mis- 
sions. Rescue us from the threatening danger of 
total ruin!” 

Of his own mission at Lai-wu to which he was trans- 
ferred last July, Father Klaus writes: “This mission 
extends over a hundred miles, mostly mountainous 
territory, where there are only narrow, steep paths 
instead of roads. In the midst of this treeless, rugged 
region most of my seventy mission stations are located, 
and the poverty of the good people is really appalling. 
Since 1910 twelve missionaries have been transferred 
from this place, all leaving worn-out and disheartened. 
Surely our dear Saviour does not want this district to 
be lost! He yearns to have them drawn to His lov- 
ing Heart. The Christian families would learn to 
know our Saviour again, if I could send to them good 
Catechists and donate to every family a picture of 
Him. Therefore, my petition is, that you will be kind 
enough to help me to engage Catechists and to send 
holy pictures, large or small, which I can distribute 
among them.”

The Editor of THe Lamp has a letter from Sister 
Mary Concepta, S.A., Superioress of the Sisters of the 
Atonement in Delano, California. Delano is situated 
on the edge of the desert in the Diocese of Fresno and 
Monterey. The Sisters have an automobile, and they 
cover a large tract of country, visiting the various 
Catholic centers of population, gathering the children 
together, instructing them and aiding the missionary 
Priests. In this latest letter, one of these Mission 
centers is mentioned in particular, and we give the 
exact words of Sister Mary Concepta: 

“We have Mass on Saturday in Shafter, a village 


23 miles from Delano. In this village, there are three 
Protestant Churches, but not one Catholic. A Priest 
comes every Saturday to say Mass here. The Mass 
is said in a room, very small. We ring a bell and 
gather the children there. We have about one hundred. 
The girls sing hymns in their native language, and I 
think that Our Lady of Guadalupe will save Mexico. 

“T am wondering if you could put something in THE 
Lamp in order to buy a few benches and a small altar 
for this very poor priest. We need only Fifty Dollars, 
as the boys will make the benches and a table for the 
altar.”

The name of our zealous missionary, Father Gabriel, 
S.A., has been of infrequent mention in these columns 
because his apostolic labors have kept him too busy 
to write us much in detail. Let us, however, now tell 
you about him. ’ 

Father Gabriel’s missions are directed from Lub- 
bock, Texas, a little city which is considered a center 
of education. The little chapel where Father Gabriel 
takes care of his flock is located on the city’s out- 
skirts, where a great many Mexican people have 
settled, and the few American Catholics of Lubbock 
must go out to the city limits in order to attend Mass 
and receive the Sacraments because it is the only 
Catholic Church in that section. It is a very homely 
little building and entirely inadequate for its purpose 
and its numbers. 

We are showing on the next page a picture of Fr. 
Gabriel, together with his last First Communion class, 
which he prepared with the assistance of four Sister 
Catechists. 

Lubbock is the center from whence Father Gabriel’s 
missionary journeys require him to cover seven coun- 
ties. To do this he has been using a car which has 
now run 120,000 miles in the sERvICE OF THE Lorb.

Father Gabriel writes: “My flock is so out-spread 
that I may have to make a 250-mile trip to answer a 
sick call, and the old car that has gone 120,000 miles, 
over such roads as we have here, is such a wreck that 
it is beyond repair.” Very soon now the missionary 
work of Father Gabriel will be seriously handicapped 
unless he is provided with a serviceable auto in which 
to continue to serve the poor of that large mission 
district. 

Father Gabriel writes most enthusiastically about the 
work. He is very happy with his flock. But, as an 
indication of the poverty of his mission, the Sunday 
collection amounts to fifty cents. Lubbock needs a 
new church badly, but poor Father Gabriel has 
urgent and pressing need of a car in order to continue 
to minister to his flock so widely scattered and to serve 
them with the Bread of Life. We ask Our Lady of the 
Atonement, the great Patroness of the Mexican people 
to inspire someone to come to the help of this very 
needy Mission and merit the undying gratitude of this 
hard-working and zealous missionary and his 
multitude of spiritual children.

From the address below you will notice that I 
am once more back in my beloved Nangina Mis- 
sion Station for the erection of which the Nangina 
Volunteers of THE Lamp have done so much. Its 
successful establishment with God’s great bless- 
ings upon my humble efforts is entirely due to 
them and I hasten to send you a picture of the 
almost finished church, a worthy edifice for the 
worship of God in Central Africa. 

If any proofs are needed to show what I have

been doing with the gifts of self-denial and 
sacrifice, so lavishly bestowed by the many 
generous mission-friends of Nangina, the 
building of this worthy house of God will be 
a testimony of the way their donations have 
been spent. To my most generous cooperators 
and mission-friends in America it must be a 
great satisfaction and delight as well to look 
at this picture and to be able to say, “I have 
been able to assist in erecting a permanent 
house to the greater honor and glory of God 
right in the heart of so-called Dark Africa, 
where God is daily being adored by an ever- 
increasing number of simple folks, who a few 
years ago had not even heard about the 
Saviour of Mankind.” 

Back again in Nangina, I am resuming with 
renewed strength and energy my former activ- 
ities and I dare to say that my never-failing 
Nangina Volunteers having seen the picture of 
our beautiful church, standing here in reality 
as a testimony of success which crowned their 
unselfish efforts of generosity, will be a guar- 
antee to me that they will be my cooperators 
and indispensable supporters in the successful issue 
of future problems still to be faced in this center of 
Christianity with its vast territory of a still heathen 
country. 

Thanks be to God and to some generous souls I have 
been able in the last year since I am back from ever- 
generous America to start a new mission-station, called 
Amukura under the patronage of St. Rose of Lima. 
There is existing now at that new place a small perma- 
nent house and already 2 priests have been appointed 
there. This subdivision takes away from Nangina’s 
mission a big district with already some 1600 Chris- 
tians. Amukura is still in its infancy but it has already, 
spiritually speaking, a flourishing future prospect. The 
erection of this new place is a great relief to those 
people, because they are the very same people of whom 
I told you that in order to go to church they had to 
walk 65 miles to Nangina’s mission and 65 miles back 
home again, carrying their babies as well as their food. 
For that wonderful manifestation of faith, attending

Mission ‘District Which Father Gabriel, S.A., Is Serving 
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Holy Mass faithfully every month regularly for the 
last seven years they have been rewarded now in re- 
ceiving two priests to live amongst them in a small 
permanent house and for the time being a big tem- 
porary church where they can receive the Sacraments 
and attend Holy Mass now instead of having to go in 
their bare feet to their former parish of Nangina 65 
miles away. 

There are however in Nangina’s center still a few 
very big problems to be solved, for the solution of 
which I am absolutely dependent on the continuation 
of the further assistance of all the Nangina Volunteers. 
There is of course the problem of our half-finished 
church to be solved but a greater problem and need to 
be provided for first is the building of a convent for 
Sisters, who are so very badly needed first of all to 
instruct the children of our numerous Christian fam- 
ilies and secondly to look after and care for so many 
thousands of 
sick people— 
sleeping sick 
ness and leprosy 
cases — so num- 
erous in this 
country besides 
the many other 
diseases and 
pitiful conditions 
under which this 
poor population 
is suffering and 
amongst whom 
the death rate of 
infants alone is 
over 75 per cent. 

Another great 
problem to be 
solved is the 
erection of an- 
other mission- 
station some 25 
miles away from 
here, where 
there are over 
2,000 Christians 
who had been promised a priest and a church several 
years ago but never up till now could this promise be 
fulfilled on account of financial difficulties. 

Indeed we must be grateful towards Almighty God 
and our never failing Benefactors for the fact that only 
some 15 years ago there were hardly any Christians 
in the whole of Nangina district which is as large as 
the largest Diocese in America. 

What do we find now on account of God’s blessings 
and the generous support of our Benefactors? It is 
this: (1) The establishment of Nangina Mission-Sta- 
tion with a beautiful church and other permanent 
houses and with a Christian population of about 3600. 
(2) The establishment in a more primitive way yet of 
a mission-station called Amukura subdivided since last 
year from Nangina with a population of some 1600 
Christians; (3) The future establishment of another 
station in another part, where there are already over 
2000 Christians. Over and above this there are in the

Nangina’s New Church, as it will appear when finished. 
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whole of Nangina district, (including as well Amu- 
kura’s district), some 8,000 people under instruction 
amongst a population of some 120,000 heathens also 
most eager to embrace our holy religion. 

Considering all this I am convinced that my Nan- 
gina Volunteers will be as enthusiastic as ever to assist 
me in this great work and trusting in God’s Providence 
I am sure as well that my mission-friends again will 
come forward to help me first of all to build the Con- 
vent for the Sisters and a small hospital so urgently 
needed and later on to make a humble start in building 
a small house for 2 priests in that future station, still 
to be erected. 

In order to encourage all of you in securing your 
future cooperation I think it is only necessary to re- 
mind you of the great work and success already ac- 
complished through your practical assistance and to 
remind you as well of the blessings with which a God 
of gratitude, 
Whose grateful- 
ness no one can 
surpass, will 
reward you all 
for your gener- 
ous deeds of 
self-denial and 
sacrifice under 
which God’s 
worthy cause 
prospers in Cen- 
tral Africa.

For nine years I have been a 
Catholic. Had I been asked to de- 
scribe my conversion in that year, 
it might have been different. Con- 
version, as we call it, if it is a true 
finding of Christ in His Church, 
cannot be a sudden change which 
ends then and there. The new 
convert (perhaps I should write in 
the first person) is, as it were, on 
a honeymoon. The beauty and 
mystery of this new revelation that 
lifts him to ecstatic heights makes 
his language of description sound 
fantastic to sober born and bred 
Catholics, or to sceptics outside the 
Church. 


At that period I kept a diary—a 
very private one. To its pages I 
confided, since there was no one in 
my family who could have been 
sympathetic, the glory that seemed 
to radiate from every hour. My 
whole existence had been miracu- 
lously transformed, and my con- 
stant marvel was that others could 
resist the contagion of my certainty 
of finding the one True Faith. I 
wanted to shout it from the house 
tops and praise God audibly. 

So many beautiful gifts came to 
me at the time. Friends, dear Cath- 
olic girls; the honor of the acquaint- 
ance of one of the highest types of 
priesthood who instructed me be- 
fore being received; an unusually 
fine parish and a church which was 
the nearest thing to Heaven I had 
been in till then. And what a mar- 
vellous discovery the Lives of the 
Saints was to me! I shall never 
forget reading the autobiography of 
St. Teresa of Avila. 

And what a warm, wholesome 
welcome I received in God’s House- 
hold! Never for an instant did I 
feel lonely, and yet how tactful 
these new friends were at with- 
drawing. Such courtesy and under- 
standing could only come from 
companionship with Christ and His 
Mother. It is easy to be trans- 
formed in thought to this period—I 
think its warm, rosy glow will be 
with me all my days. And yet, I 
was not truly Catholic then. At this 
writing I feel more qualified to

mentally dwell on that incident of 
my life that brought Heaven to my 
consciousness and gave me true 
spiritual happiness. 

The years went by, and gradually 
I came down to earth from those 
ecstatic heights. When I began to 
see things in a more normal light, 
I began to realize that aspiring to 
Sainthood was not a matter of hav- 
ing visions and indulging in contem- 
plation. At that juncture I was very 
fortunate in having for my spiritual 
director a saintly son of St. Francis 
de Sales who guided me through 
this difficult period of adjustment. 
I do not mean that disillusionment 
followed. Far from it. But my 
aspirations towards holiness would 
have made me discontented in that 
calling of life to which God had 
pleased to call me, had I not had 
the right sort of director. Father 
K—, in his gentle way, made me 
see my prime duty of charity to 
those around me, the danger of too 
much dwelling on self, the danger 
of spiritual pride. I began to realize 
that far from being a_ second 
Teresa, I was a suckling babe in 
spiritual growth, and that presump- 
tion was a snare of the Devil. 

That also was a wonderful gift 
from God—to have a confessor so 
utterly Christ-like in his unfailing 
patience and wisdom in his dealings 
with the soul. Invariably his pen- 
ance would be an “Act of Love,” 
when I knew I had deserved a 
lengthy penance. Saying that Act 
of Love humbled me more than any- 
thing else could have, and gave me 
a glimpse of the infinite mercy of 
my Heavenly Father. Just for a 


year that saintly soul was lent to 
me, and then God called him. 

From then on, just as miracu- 
lously and marvellously as these 


things had come into my life, they 
were taken away. My outward cir- 
cumstances changed. We moved 
far away from the Catholic friends 
I had grown to love so much. We 
went to a town farther north among 
strangers, and I found a vast dif- 
ference in the parish church I at- 
tended. Comparing the Catholics [ 
knew there with those in New York, 
I fancied I sensed a lack of warmth 
of devotion, of a taking for granted 
the privileges of Mass, the Presence 
on the Altar, and the Sacraments. 
The Catholic population was in the 
minority, and I found out that it was 
a social stigma to be “Roman Cath- 
olic.” Confession became to me 
more of a duty than a footstool at 
God’s feet, and our new home was 
too far a distance to attend daily 
Mass as was my custom. 

That was the test I needed to 
make me a “practical” Catholic. It 
was then I began to learn the spirit- 
ual value of the Sacraments, and 
how independent Grace was to any- 
thing but a well disposed heart and 
mind. I found Christ as a daily 
Companion in household duties as 
well as in Church, and as my source 
of courage and peace of soul in 
Holy Communion. And found, too, 
that the benefits to be derived from 
Holy Mass were not dependent on 
aesthetic surroundings and emo- 
tional response, but from the Mass 
itself. So many things I learned 
that were meat compared with the 
sweetmeats of before. 

I learned also to place my con- 
fidence in Mary as my Mother, 
which is one of the sweetest expe- 
riences, I am sure, to those from 
outside. My social contacts brought 
me opportunities to reason more 
intelligently with Protestants about 
the Faith, and very often at such 
times, mental illumination would 
enrich my own understanding.
